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A FEW ODD WAYS BY WHICH FAMILY RECORDS 
HAVE BEEN PRESERVED

The Family Bible is the usual means by which records have 
been handed down to succeeding generations, but we have found 
records in a Hymn Book, the one in question being in possession 
of Mrs. Franklin M, Miller of Chicago, in which is recorded some 
of the Thaddeus Kingsley data. Thaddeus Kingsley was born in 
Connecticut, lived in Becket, Mass., served in Revolution and 
was pensioned in Albany County, N. Y.* 

Diaries of course are a common source of information, but a 
diary kept by a man making a trip around Cape Horn to San 
Francisco in the gold rush was more like a ship log. Dr. Morrell 
of Chicago has such a diary. His grandfather set out from 
Boston, and his diary gave a full account of wage scales and 
the high price of potatoes and butter in those times, as well as 
clues to ancestry. Mrs, Wilbur Helm of Glencoe, IIl., possesses 
a surveyor’s book which has family records of her ancestors who 
eame from Lancaster County, Pa., to Fleming County, Ky., 
thence to Greencastle, Indiana. 

Samplers often preserve family records. We saw a very old 
one in Smyrna, Delaware, of the Evans Family. Miss Leete, an 
antique dealer of Guilford, Conn., purchased one of the Steele 
family giving data which solved a problem in genealogy.t 

Grave records, church records, wills, deeds, court orders, and 
minutes and chancery proceedings, orphans’ court, pension files, 
‘and census enumerations, are common means to ancestral knowl- 
edge. We found an old Bible Dictionary in Springfield, Ten- 
nessee, which showed that Rev. Thomas Gunn was born on the

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Forks of the Nottoway, Virginia. Rev. Thomas and James Gunn 
were founders of Methodism in Tennessee. 

Family charts compiled by interested members of the family 
are of great help—if they are correct. We found a family chart 
in possession of Judge Charles Albert Williams of Chicago which 
was compiled in 1850 by his great-uncle ard which is erroneous, 
as we proved by church and vital records. It states David 
Williams was born ‘‘Bowling,’’ Conn. David was born Berlin, 
Conn., but was not son of the father attributed to him by the 
chart. 

An odd family tree of a Seeley family, found in Glens Falls, 
N. Y., was a water color picture of roses with family records in 
each rose. 

Embroidered pictures were another source of record. Mrs. 
George Fitch ((Abigail Williams) of Ellicottville, N. Y., has 
one of these embroidered pictures, which shows a woman standing 
by a gravestone on which is inscribed a record. These pictures 
generally have a large tree by the grave, and the woman has 
mitts on her hands. Mrs. Fitch’s ancestor was Tamesin Chapman, 
wife of Israel Perkins of Connecticut. Mrs. Franklin John 
Stransky of Savanna, Illinois, has one which shows the dates of 
her Revolutionary ancestor’s wife’s sister, Permelia Nevins of 
Bedford, N. H.t 

Account books were another means of keeping records. Mr. 
Perry Pritchett of Knox County, Ind., has one which gives the 
record of his Revolutionary ancestor, John Pritchett of North 
Carolina, who was pensioned. The family some years ago erected 
a government marker to his memory and unfortunately, instead 
of consulting his pension papers to secure his true service, 
obtained a service from the office of the Adjutant General, 
Washington, D. C., of a Virginia John Pritchard, and in conse- 
quence the stone was wrongly inscribed. 

Mrs. George Welch Olmsted of Ludlow, Pa., has in her book 
of ancestry a photostat of the Pendleton record, made in an 
account book by her ancestor, James Pendleton, born 1778, son 
of James Pendleton of Weston, Conn. This account book is now 
in possession of the Misses Martha and Myrtle Pendleton of Scio, 
N. Y.§ 

Gravestones of course supply good records, and sometimes 
oddities. One found in Hillsboro, N. H., stated that the stone 
was erected for a man’s mother-in-law and gave the cost thereof. 

Old letters are another vast help. Recently we found an old 
letter in possession of Mrs, Charles Farrar Isola, of Milford, 
N. H., written by William Heywood and wife Caroline of Rock-

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ville, Conn., to his sister Amy widow of Abiel Wilkins of Mt. 
Vernon, N. H. Caroline casually mentions her brother Daniel 
Millen’s death. A search of New Boston, N. H., records revealed 
that Caroline who married William Heywood was Caroline 
MeMillen, sister of Daniel. 

Mrs. William James Tollerton, of Chicago, did not know where 
her grandfather William Carroll Gunn of Versailles, Missouri, 
was born. Some old letters in her attic showed correspondence 
with Robertson County, Tennessee, Gunns. By original research 
they were traced from Tennessee to North Carolina to Virginia. 
She did not know where her father was born except ‘‘near Louis- 
ville, Ky.’’ Census records, coupled with deeds and a tavern 
license, showed him to be born in an Inn now standing at Big 
Spring, Kentucky. 

We were doing research in Perkinsville, Vt., and were told the 
deeds were in a vault in a country grocery store. Seeing two old 
men on the steps of the store, we asked, ‘‘Is the recorder of 
Deeds here?’’ One turned to the other and said, ‘‘They want 
recorder of Bees. I don’t want to get mixed up in it.’’ 

Newspaper obituaries help if there is not too much family tra- 
dition. The Horsley family have an obituary of their grand- 
mother and because she was a Shrewsbury, it said she was a niece 
of George Washington. Another family had a James Carroll 
who, they said, was descended from Charles Carroll the Signer, 
whereas James Carroll was a poor Methodist of North Carolina 
and Tennessee, and Charles Carroll a rich Roman Catholic. Some- 
one was descended from Samuel Smith, the Signer from Pennsy!l- 
vania, and the said Samuel had only one son, who never married. 
The same person was descended from Peter Miller of Pennsyl- 
vania, who proved to be a celibate. 

A town history of Oxford, N. Y., states that Ephraim Fitch’s 
grandfather came on the Mayflower. The Ephraim in question 
was born in 1738 at Norwich, Conn., and generations must have 
been long indeed if his grandfather landed in 1620. In using 
traditional statements, and those made in town and county his- 
tories, it is necessary to employ discrimination, and to sift the 
false from the true, particularly with regard to the more remote 
ancestors. 

In addition to the picture (see frontispiece) of an embroidered 
record, we present herewith a copy of a page of court records, 
showing payments made to people for public service during the 
Revolution, as an example of one type of record which enables 
descendants to prove patriotic standing of Revolutionary ances- 
tors; and also an account book record, and copies of two Bible 
records.

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INTERPRETING GENEALOGICAL RECORDS 
(Second Paper) 


By Donatp Linzes Jacosus, M.A., of New Haven, Conn. 


In early town or court records one often finds mention of 
relationships. Jones may testify that he was at his brother 
Smith’s house when a certain event occurred. Such items are of 
value, particularly when vital records for the time and place are 
non-existent. However, many of the mistakes relative to early 
generations which are so common in town and family histories, 
are based on precisely this kind of entry. The Jones family 
historian too readily assumes that Jones’s wife was a Smith; 
while the Smith family historian is convinced from the same 
record that Smith’s wife was a Jones. Both statements get into 
print, with the result that the amateur working out his family 
lines finds printed authority for the conclusion that Jones and 
Smith each married the other’s sister, and supposes that there is 
record evidence for a double marital connection. 

Too much should not be built upon casual mention of relation- 
ship in the early records. The cautious historian, finding such 
an entry, may say that ‘‘probably Jones married the sister of 
Smith.’’ Along comes a descendant preparing a book of his 
ancestry. He is annoyed by the ‘‘probably,’’ very much so if the 
Smith ancestry chances to be a desirable one; our modern Mr. 
Jones rashly omits the ‘‘probably’’ and his book states in 
unqualified terms that Jones did marry Smith’s sister. 

When the term ‘‘brother’’ was not employed, as it sometimes 
was, to signify brotherhood in the church, the relationship may 
have come about in the following ways: 


1. Jones married the sister of Smith. 

2. Smith married the sister of Jones. 

3. Jones and Smith married sisters. 

4. Jones and Smith were half-brothers, with the same mother 
but different fathers. 

5. Jones and Smith were stepbrothers, the father of one hav- 
ing married the mother of the other. In that case, ‘‘brother’’ 
was a courtesy term, not implying blood relationship. 


It will be quite evident from the above analysis that it is unsafe 
to build pedigrees on a single record entry of this type. The 
exact wording of the entry should be studied with care. Mar- 
riage records should be found if possible. Wills and other 
recorsis should be consulted for confirmation. Sometimes several 
records, considered together, admit of only one interpretation 
which will adequately explain them, and the conclusion reached 
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can be stated as a reasonable certainty, based on the dovetailing 
of these several pieces of circumstantial evidence. 

Those who consult seventeenth century records shkowid be 
familiar with an odd substitute for the possessive case of nouns, 
then prevalent. Instead of writing ‘‘Jones’s brother Smith,’’ 
the early scribe frequently wrote, ‘‘Jones his brother Smith.’’ 
Or he might write, ‘‘Smith his house,’’ or ‘‘the widow Johnson 
her son.’’ The use of the pronoun in place of the possessive case 
is confusing to those who have not familiarized themselves with 
it, and sometimes leads to incorrect interpretations of early 
records. 

It is hoped, if the magazine’s income one day permits us to pay 
for the making of plates for illustrations, to discuss the peculiar- 
ities of the handwriting of early records; but without illustra- 
tions to exemplify these peculiarities in a visual way, such a 
discussion would be of slight utility. We may, however, eall 
attention to the necessity of studying the different ways of 
making figures. It is easy to mistake an early elaborate form of 
the figure ‘1’ for a ‘2.’ The figures ‘4,’ ‘7’ and ‘9’ as written 
at various periods are not infrequently confused by the novice. 
A silly sort of ‘8’ lying on its side was popular at one time. 

There was also a style of ‘8’ open at both top and bottom 
which made it resemble a ‘4.’ Those who read Bible records, 
particularly of the period 1800 to 1850, should watch for this 
type of ‘8.’ It is a wise precaution, after copying an old Bible 
record, to check through the dates, to see whether the dates of 
marriage, births of children, and stated ages at death, are in 
harmony with each other. If not, a second examination of sus- 
picious entries may reveal that figures have been misread. The 
Bible copyist is often excusable for such mistakes, because it is 
a difficult task to read a few entries in an unfamiliar hand- 
writing, and sometimes the entries were written by two or three 
different persons, each one of whom had his individual style. 

It is easy even for the experienced searcher to make mistakes 
in reading early records written in unfamiliar seript, and still 
easier for the inexperienced. A correspondent once accused me 
of inaccuracy in stating that a certain man’s will was made in 
1710 and proved in 1711, because he personally had seen and 
copied a deed given by one of this man’s heirs in 1702 in which 
he was referred to as deceased. This puzzled me until I 
examined my notes. I found that I had made an abstract of 
the same deed, but had read the date as 1712 instead of 1702, 
and I felt this must be correct because it was in harmony with 
the probation of the man’s will in 1711. Then I remembered 
that the Town Clerk of that town at that period had a peculiar 
way of making the figure ‘1.’ He made his ‘0’ small and round; 
but the ‘1’ he made long and then drew a fainter and partly

curved line at the right of the down-stroke, giving it the appear- 
ance of a thin, elongated ‘0.’ This peculiarity had bothered me 
until I took the pains to examine carefully how this clerk made 
each of his figures; and I could well understand how my corre- 
spondent had come to misread 1712 as 1702. 

Genealogists of long training and experience are not immune 
to mistakes of this kind, when copying records written in 
unfamiliar handwriting and when working, as frequently they 
have to, with rapidity. 

We have spoken in former articles of the risk which the gene- 
alogist assumes when he depends upon printed sources of infor- 
mation without verification. When discrepancies are noted in 
different printed sources, it is useless to try to reconcile them 
and guess at a solution. The only sensible procedure is to go 
to the records themselves. This is usually more satisfactory and 
economical in the end than to waste time and money on half-way 
measures. The Tinker-Tucker note contributed by Miss Holman 
and published in the present issue of the GENEALOGIST is a good 
illustration of the mistakes often made by careful compilers 
when they depend on inaccurate printed sources. 

One of the most amusing examples we have seen is the state- 
ment made.in Connecticut Men in the Revolution, issued by the 
Adjutant-General of Connecticut in 1889, page 553, to the effect 
that Adam Thorpe was among those killed by the British at 
New Haven on 5 July 1779. This statement (the whole list, in 
fact) was not taken from official records but, as indicated in a 
footnote, from The British Invasion of New Haven, by Charles 
Hervey Townshend, published in 1879. When we look for the 
origin of this statement, we find the following in the East Haven 
Church records under date of 5 July 1779: 


killed Isaac Pardee by a Cannon Ball in ye Battle at East 
Haven aged 22 

same day killed Timothy Luddinton of Guilford 
& one Tharp of North Haven 


Somebody at some time misread ‘‘& one’’ as ‘‘Adam,’’ thus 
giving Thorpe a Christian name. When we turn to the North 
Haven Church records, we find that they contain the entry 
(made 6 July 1779) of the death of Sargeant Tharp, aged 32, 
killed by enemy in East Haven. The most exhaustive search of 
records in and near New Haven has failed to reveal the existence 
of any Thorpe named Adam; and the victim of Tryon’s Invasion 
was undoubtedly Jacob Thorpe of North Haven. 


THOMAS’ BRADFORD (MAJ. WILLIAM’, GOV. 
WILLIAM!) AND HIS WIFE*

Every printed authority that I have seen gives the wife of this 
Thomas Bradford as Ann Smith, the daughter of Nehemiah and 
Ann (Bourne) Smith, but the records show that such was not 
the case. The reason for this erroneous opinion undoubtedly 
arose from the fact that in a division of land Dee. 1, 1697, 
Nehemiah Smith, Jr., calls Thomas Bradford ‘‘Kinsman’’; but 
if Bradford had married Smith’s sister, he would undoubtedly 
have used the word ‘‘brother,’’ as was the custom, but certainly 
not ‘‘kinsman.’’ (New London Land Records, 5-5.) 

In order to understand this matter it is quite necessary to start 
with Nehemiah and Ann (Bourne) Smith, and their children. 
How many children they may have had, only four are known to 
have lived to maturity, as proved by the will of Mary (Smith) 
Raymond, who in 1705, mentions her brother Nehemiah Smith, 
her sister Elizabeth Dennis, and her sister Mehitabel Abell, 
deceased, / 

Children of Nehemiah and Ann (Bourne) Smith, they having 
been married Jan. 21, 1639-40, at Marshfield, Mass. : 


Elizabeth Smith, born 1641, died May 1, 1712, in New London, Conn., 
aged 71 years, according to the History of Montville, Conn., p. 574. 
She mar. Joshua Raymond; ‘‘ Joshua Raymond, the sonne of Richard 
Raymond of Salem was marryed unto Elizabeth the daughter of 
Nehemiah Smith the 10th of December 1659. Joshua Raymond 
departed this life the 24th of April 1676. George Dennis of Long 
Island was marryed unto Elizabeth the widow of Joshua Raymond ye 
26th January 1680-81’’ (New London Vital Records). May 1, 1712 
*“Ms Dennis Died.’’ (Hempstead’s Diary, p. 9.) 

Mary Smith, died New London, May or June, 1705, mar. Samuel 
Raymond, bapt. Salem, Mass., July 13, 1645, died before April, 1704, 
in New London, brother of Joshua Raymond, who married Elizabeth 
Smith, 

Nehemiah Smith, bapt. Oct. 24, 1646, at New Haven, Conn., died in 
Groton, Conn., Aug. 8, 1727, married Oct. 24, 1669, Lydia Winchester. 

Mehitabel Smith, born Marshfield, Mass., July 4, 1655, (Mayflower 
Descendant, 2-6), died Norwich, Conn., Mar. 14, 1684-5, married 
Norwich, Nov. 1, 1677, Joshua Abell, born 1649 or 50, died Mar. 1, 
1724-5,

Thomas Bradford married Ann Raymond, born New London,

When Thomas Bradford and Ann Raymond were married is 
not seen, but they had a son Joshua, born in Norwich, Conn., 
Nov. 23, 1682. 

Thomas Bradford is buried in the Old Windham, Conn., Bury- 
ing Ground, though unfortunately the record of his gravestone is 
omitted from the list published in the New England Register in 
Volume 71. The inscription on his stone is: ‘‘ Here lies y® body / 
of M* Thomas / Bradford who / died October y*/1 1731 in y* / 
74 year of / his age.”’ 


PRE-AMERICAN ANCESTRIES 
IX. EDMUND RICE OF SUDBURY, MASS.

The Rice Family, by Andrew Henshaw Ward, A.M., was pub- 
lished at Boston in 1858. This early family history, published 
seventy-five years ago, does not refer to any tradition in the 
family concerning an exalted ancestry. At that period some 
such tradition might easily have been handed down, and probably 
would have been. Quite evidently, the compiler either had not 
heard of any such tradition, or else thought it not worthy of 
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notice. This book, on page 11, gives the baptisms of some of the 
children of Edmund Rice, obtained from the parish register of 
Great Berkhamstead, Hertfordshire. Edmund was not referred 
to as ‘‘Mr.’’ or ‘‘gent.’’ in these entries. 

Rev. Edwin B. Rice, M.A., published Descendants of Benjamin 
Rice of Conway, Mass., at New York City in 1909. On pages 3 
and 4 he gave some account of Deacon Edmund Rice, and stated : 
‘*No one has yet been able to get the slightest trace of his parents, 
or of his ancestors, or where he lived prior to his coming to 
Berkhamsted, England.”’ 

Since the publication of the Rice book in 1858, no additional 
authentic records of Edmund Rice or his family in England have 
appeared in print until January 1934, when an article by Mrs. 
Mary Lovering Holman was published in THe AMERICAN GENE- 
ALOGIST (vol. 10, pp. 133-137). This proved that Edmund resided 
at Stanstead, Suffolk, before removing to Great Berkhamstead, 
and indicated that he was son or younger brother of a Henry 
Rice who also lived at Stanstead, Henry being the name which 
Edmund bestowed on his own eldest son. 

In 1911 a book called By the Name of Rice was published at 
Alliance, Ohio, by Dr. Charles Elmer Rice. This book ‘states 
(pages 6 to 9) a line of ancestry for Edmund Rice, meagre as to 
facts, and presenting no evidence of any kind. The following 
direct statements are made. ‘‘Sir Griffith Rice was made a 
Knight of the Bath in 1501.’’ ‘‘To William Rice, of Bohmer, 
in Buckinghamshire, a grandson of Sir Griffith, a coat-of-arms 
was granted .... May 1555.’’ ‘‘Deacon Edmund Rice was 
modestly descended from Sir Griffith Rice, Knight of the Bath, 
(1501) being his great great grandson.’’ ‘‘ Antiquity is not my 
private property, and it has been a long and difficult chase, this 
search for the origin of the family. It took much research in the 
British Museum and years of study at home and abroad.”’ 

Before checking up these statements, we would call attention 
to the entire absence of documentation. Without such documen- 
tation, statements of this type are rarely worth investigation, 
because of the fact that many such claims have been innocently 
accepted and put into print by those who have purchased the 
concoctions of fraudulent genealogists. It will be noticed that 
Dr. Rice fails to state that he made the investigation personally, 
and I would not be understood as reflecting in any way on his 
own sincerity in putting these statements into print. The only 
reference given is the vague ‘‘research in the British Museum,’’ 
without any citation of definite records or authority, either 
documentary or printed, 

To those who have accepted the statements made in this book, 
investigation is disillusioning. The Victoria History of Buck- 
inghamshire written by scholars of repute and published in four 
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large volumes, with a complete index in a smaller fifth volume, 
gives the history of every parish in the county. The index does 
not contain the name Bohmer or Boemer, from which we may 
deduce that its importance, and quite probably its actual exist- 
ence, is somewhat dubious, 

The only Rice family mentioned in this monumental history 
is found in volume III, page 87. The manor of Medmenham 
located in Medmenham, Desborough Hundred, was held by the 
Pole family. Henry Pole, Lord Montague, was attainted and 
executed, and the manor forfeited to the crown. In 1553 it was 
granted by Edward VI to Sir Thomas Palmer. On Palmer’s 
attainder the same year, Queen Mary made a grant of this manor 
to William Rice and his wife Barbara. This Willliam Rice died 
without issue in 1588, and in 1593 his widow and the collateral 
heirs sold their interests in the manor. 

This William Rice who received a manor from Queen Mary 
in 1553 somewhat resembles the alleged William of Bohmer in 
Dr. Rice’s book, for in the front of that book is a picture of a 
‘‘eoat-of-arms granted to William Rice, of Buckinghamshire, 
England, by Queen Mary, May 2nd, 1555.’’ The date is very 
close to the date on which the actual William Rice received the 
manor of Medmenham in Buckinghamshire from Queen Mary, 
as stated in the Victoria History with full citation of docu- 
mentary proof. The coat-of-arms pictured in Dr, Rice’s book is 
an elaborate one, and under it appears the motto, ‘‘By the name 
of Rice,’’ surrounded by decorative devices. 

G. Andrews Moriarty, A.M., LL.B., F.S.A., one of the best 
informed men in America on the subject of heraldry, and a 
member of the Publication Committee of the New England His- 
torical and Genealogical Register, published an article entitled 
‘*English and American Heraldry’’ in THz AMERICAN GENEALO- 
cist, vol, IX, and on pages 197-198 will be found some account 
of a New England painter named Cole who was very active near 
the end of the eighteenth century in turning out coats-of-arms 
for his clients. ‘‘They are usually easily distinguished by certain 
characteristics. Thus two leek leaves crossed beneath the shield 
and the motto ‘By the name of’ Smith or Jones, as the case may 
be, usually marked his work. Many a New England family is 
the proud possessor of a Cole forgery and the owners bitterly 
resent it if its lack of authenticity is pointed out to them.’’ The 
Rice arms with the motto ‘‘By the name of Rice’’ bear a striking 
resemblance to Mr. Moriarty’s description of a Cole forgery 
quoted above. It is to be noted that of the some thirty-five hun- 
dred authentic mottoes given in Fairbairn’s Book of Crests, not 
a single one begins with the words, ‘‘By the name of,’’ showing 
that that was not a favored type of motto for English families. 

The statements made in Dr. Rice’s book, undocumented and 
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with generations not filled in between Edmund Rice and his 
alleged grandfather William, and between William and _ his 
alleged grandfather, Sir Griffith, scarcely require further con- 
sideration. However, a more complete line has appeared in 
print, as for example in the genealogical columns of The Boston 
Transcript, where the articles are signed by initials only. Mrs. 
Horatio Ford of South Euclid, Ohio, corresponded with a gentle- 
man who had published the full line in the Transcript, and the 
present writer has seen this man’s letter. He disclaimed per- 
sonal responsibility for the information, and referred to Dr. Rice 
as his authority. Condensed, the following is the line of descent 
as it appeared in print: 


A. Sir Griffith Rice, Knight of the Bath 1501. 

B. Rice ap-Griffith, b. 1500, m, Katherine Howard. 

C. William Rice, b. 1522, of Boemer, co. Bucks; granted arms 
1555. 

D. Thomas Rice, father of Edmund and Robert (twins) who 
were b. 1594. 


No doubt exists as to generations A and B, for the present 
Lord Dynevor descends from Griffith ap Rice, who was son of 
Rice ap Griffith (generation B), and this line can be found in 
books on the peerage. The illuminated pedigree in possession of 
Lord Dynevor is doubtless the basis, or the chief authority, for 
the earlier generations. Burke’s Peerage, 1928 edition, page 828, 
under the title Dynevor, states that Rhys ap Griffith FitzUryan 
married Katherine dau. of Thomas Howard, 2nd Duke of Nor- 
folk, and by her (who m, 2ndly Henry Daubeny, Earl of Bridge- 
water, and was bur. 11 May 1554) had issue a son and heir, 
Griffith ap Rice, from whom the pedigree continues down, and 
also a daughter Agnes, who m. Sir Edward Bayntun, Knt. 

It will be noted that Burke, though going out of his way to 
mention a daughter of Rhys ap Griffith, does not mention a son 
William, or any other son but Griffith. If William had been 
son of Rhys ap Griffith, it is unlikely that he would have received 
a grant of arms, since there was nothing to prevent his using the 
paternal arms, perhaps with a difference to indicate that he was 
a younger son. The granting of arms (if it really occurred) 
would more probably indicate that he was a ‘‘Tudor upstart’’ 
desirous of establishing his position as a gentleman. 

William (generation C) is given no wife, and no mention is 
made of his will. He is called of ‘‘Boemer,’’ a place we cannot 
locate, in Buckinghamshire. Thomas (generation D) is given no 
baptism, no burial date, no will, and no wife. Apparently he 
is only a name, a kind of disembodied spirit necessary to make 
a connection between Deacon Edmund Rice and the important 
Rice family of county Carmarthen. He is not even assigned a 
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residence, which makes it impossible for the independent investi- 
gator to check the allegation that he had twin sons, Edmund 
and Robert, born in 1594. No genuine claim to ancestry in 
England needs to be cloaked in such obscurity. 

After the above Rice line had been published in the Transcript, 
requests were printed there for the authority or evidence on 
which it was based, and in the issue of 13 Mar. 1929 someone 
signing himself ‘‘W. B. W.’’ stated: ‘‘In spite of repeated 
requests, no one has yet furnished authorities for the existence 
of William and Thomas Rice.’’ The present writer is a steady 
reader of the Transcript, and can add that up to the end of May 
1933 those responsible for placing this line in print have chosen 
to remain silent and that evidence for the existence of William 
and Thomas (generations C and D above) is still wanting. 

While these considerations are negative in character, they do 
not inspire confidence in this pedigree for which nobody seems 
willing to vouch. There are more positive considerations. 
Katherine Howard, the alleged great-grandmother of Edmund 
Rice, had an older half-sister who was mother of Anne Boleyn 
(one of the wives of Henry VIII) and grandmother of Queen 
Elizabeth. If the alleged pedigree is true, it would make the 
father of Edmund Rice a second cousin to Queen Elizabeth 
herself. Such a family would have had estates and a high 
position. Even if later out of favor at Court, because of Puri- 
tanism or for any other reason, the son of such a family would 
certainly have been accorded by his fellow-Puritans in their con- 
temporary records at least those marks of social rank which were 
customarily accorded even to younger sons of the owners of 
manors. 

The same line of descent from Sir Rhys ap Griffith and his 
wife Katherine Howard is assigned to Edmund Rice in Your 
Family Tree, by Jordan and Kimball, New York, 1929, page 285, 
but no references whatever are given, and this volume contains 
many ‘‘royal ancestries’’ which are known to be erroneous. 
The statement is there made that Sir Rhys ap Griffith was born 
1508 and beheaded 4 Jan. 1531/2 for a political offense. If the 
date of birth is correct, it would make Sir Rhys fourteen years 
old when his alleged younger son William was born (1522 
according to the anonymous Transcript pedigree). 

The Complete Peerage, by Cokayne, the best authority for the 
mediaeval peerage, vol. 6, p. 48, and the new edition, vol. 2, 
p. 311, provides the following dates. Thomas Howard, Duke of 
Norfolk, born 1443, died 21 May 1524, married (1) 30 Apr. 
1472, Elizabeth, widow of Sir Humphrey Bourchier, and dau. of 
Sir Frederick Tylney. She died 4 Apr. 1497, and he married 
(2) by dispensation dated 17 Aug. 1497, Agnes, dau. of Sir 
Philip Tylney. She was buried 31 May 1545. Henry Daubeny, 
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Earl of Bridgwater, married (2) Katharine, widow of Rhys ap 
Griffith, and dau. of Thomas Howard, Duke of Norfolk, by his 
2nd wife Agnes, dau. of Sir Philip Tylney of Boston, Line. 
Katharine was buried in the Howard Chapel at Lambeth, Surrey, 
11 May 1554. 

Collins’ Peerage, which gives a complete list of the Howard 
children, states that this Duke of Norfolk had eight sons and two 
daughters by his first wife, and two sons and four daughters by 
his second wife. Katharine was named last among the daughters 
by the second wife, and as it was customary with Collins to name 
the sons in order of birth, and the daughters in order of birth, 
the presumption is that Katharine was the youngest daughter. 
Since the marriage of her parents occurred after 17 Aug. 1497, 
the date of the dispensation, it is hardly likely that she was born 
before 1504, which would make her only eighteen in 1522, the 
alleged date of birth of her alleged younger son William. 

The will of Katharine, Countess of Bridgwater, dated 25 Mar. 
1554 [Prerogative Court of Canterbury, filed will, 1 Mary], 
gave legacies to many servants and friends, gave specific legacies 
to her son Gryffyth Ryce, daughter Agnes Bayntone, son Henry 
price [ap-Rice], and to Mary daughter of her said daughter 
Agnes, and bequeathed the residue of her estate to her son 
Gryffyth Ryce and daughter Agnes Bayntone, the part of Agnes 
to go to Agnes’s daughter Mary at sixteen years of age. This 
will is not in print, and a full abstract was obtained from 
England. 

The will of William Stourton, 6th Lord Stourton, dated 8 Sept. 
1548, is printed in Testamenta Vestuta, by Nicholas Harris 
Nicolas, London, 1826, pages 729-730, and gave a very valuable 
legacy ‘‘to Mrs. Anne Ryse, daughter to the Countess of Bridge- 
water.’’ The term ‘‘Mrs.’’ (Mistress) was applied at that 
period to both married and unmarried women of good family ; 
and the names Anne, Annis, and Agnes, were used interchange- 
ably. We probably have here a reference to the daughter Agnes 
(Rice) Baynton, who was unmarried in 1548 but married before 
her mother made her will in 1554.* 

These are all the references we have been able to find to the 
children of Katharine. She had no children by her second 
husband, and as her first husband, Sir Rhys ap Griffith, met an 
unfortunate fate at an early age, it is unlikely that she had 
many children by him. In fact, there is no reason whatever to 
suppose that she had any other surviving children besides the 
two sons and one daughter who were provided for in her will. 

The whole pedigree falls to the ground because: (1) No evi- 
dence has ever been made public for the existence of the genera- 


* The implication of Lord Stourton’s will is that Anne Rice was living with him, though 
not his wife. 
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tions between Edmund Rice and his alleged great-grandfather. 
(2) The social position of Edmund Rice, while good, was not 
such as to warrant belief in his close relationship to royalty and 
to the ‘‘premier peers’’ (the Howards) of England. (3) All 
available evidence is against the veracity of the alleged pedigree, 
and nothing has been found to substantiate any part of it except 
that Rhys ap Griffith husband of Katharine Howard had a real 
existence. 

The present writer has not seen a single authority quoted, or 
a single document or contemporary record cited, by those who 
are responsible for the publication of this pedigree. Attempts to 
check it by reference to trustworthy authorities have revealed 
the questionable existence of Bohmer or Boemer, the failure of 
Katharine to mention her alleged son William in her will, and 
improbabilities of fact, date, and inference so numerous as to 
justify the suspicion that the pedigree is a fabrication innocently 
accepted by some member of the Rice family, which once put in 
print has been reprinted and accepted by many others. 


Nore 1 
APRICE FAMILY OF BUCKINGHAMSHIRE 


Attention should perhaps be called to a family known as Aprice. This 
name of course is one of those derived from the Welsh ‘‘ap Rhys’’, others 
being Rice and Price. It will be noted that in the Countess of Bridgwater’s 
will she called one son Rice and the other Price, indicating that the name 
was still unsettled as to form and spelling. 

The Visitation of Buckinghamshire in the Publications of the Harleian 
Society, vol. 58, p. 143, gives a pedigree dated 1566, headed ‘‘Aprice of 
North Crawley.’’ The essential facts stated in the pedigree are that Isaac 
Ap Res was father of Robert Ap Rice of Wasshington, co, Huntington, who 
married Joan Otter and had three sons, William, Edward and Thomas. Of 
these, William was of North Crawley, co. Bucks, married Elizabeth Latimer, 
and had six children: Robert, Edmund, Lewis, John, Elizabeth, and 
Cassandra. 

The Victoria History of Buckinghamshire, vol. IV, p. 329, in the account 
of North Crawley, Newport Hundred, states that Robert Latimer of Great 
Crawley Manor died in 1548, and that his daughter and heir Elizabeth 
became the wife of William Aprice or Aprees. The sons of William and 
Elizabeth were Edmund, Lewis and John. Edmund Aprice with Mary his 
wife conveyed the manor to Anthony Tyringham in 1586. In 1597 a 
further renunciation of rights was made by Edmund Aprice of Wollaston, 
Northamptonshire, and Thomas his son and heir, and also by Robert Aprice 
of Tansor, Northamptonshire, brother of Edmund. 

This family is interesting because the name was practically identical 
with Rice, the residence was Buckinghamshire, and the Christian names of 
William, Thomas, Edmund and Robert were used in this family, all these 
names being mentioned in the alleged pedigree of Deacon Edmund Rice 
which we have been considering. It would be presumptuous to suggest that 
we have in this family a clue to the origin of Deacon Edmund Rice, especi- 
ally as the Victoria History quoted above gives records which prove that 
this family had removed some years before 1600 to Northamptonshire. The 
real significance of these records lies rather in the suggestion that use was 
made of the actual names in this Aprice family by the originator of the 
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alleged line of descent of Deacon Edmund Rice from Sir Griffith Rhys. 
The alleged pedigree has all the air of being a synthetic one, built up 
from names of actual members of the Aprice family, with an invented 
place of residence (Bohmer), and an invented progenitor in William Rice, 
alleged younger son of Rhys ap Griffith, of whom no trace has been found

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THE LETTERS OF AVIS AND ANN SMITH 
Contributed by Merron T. Goopricu, M.A., of Keene, N. H. 


There are in the possession of Mrs. W. H. Hays, Camp Smith, 
Peekskill, N. Y., eight letters written between 1803 and 1822 by 
Avis and Ann Smith of Wickford, R. I., to Sarah Northup of 
Hebron, N. Y. This correspondence contains a relatively large 
amount of genealogical data, and Mrs. Hays kindly consented to 
have abstracts made in order that this information might become 
available to others. 

It is clear from the context that Avis and Ann Smith were 
sisters and members of the Society of Friends. Both their names 
are signed to the letters, but judging from the penmanship it was 
Avis who did the writing. In all except the first, Sarah Northup 
is addressed as widow. The fifth letter was sent to Granville, 
N. Y., where she seems to have been visiting. All the others 
give her residence as Hebron, N. Y. The tone of the correspond- 
ence indicates the most cordial relationship between the writers 
and her, but there is nothing to indicate a blood relationship. 

A comparison of several items in the records of the Friends 
church and of the town of North Kingstown, in which the village 
of Wickford is situated, reveals these facts (Vital Record of 
Rhode Island, by Arnold, vol. 5 and vol. 7). Avis and Ann 
Smith, and their brother John, mentioned in the sixth and eighth 
letters, were children of William Smith and his second wife 
Elizabeth, members of the Narragansett Society of Friends. 
Sarah Northup was born Sarah Clarke, and m, 9 Mar. 1766, 
Carr Northup, son of Immanuel and his third wife Ann 
(Carr) Northup. The marriage record states that she was from 
Hopkinton. 


Letter #1, Jan. 16, 1803. 

**Catherine Easton, dau. of Walter, deceased, is lately married 
to Elizer Trivet, aged 22 and she is 49, such ridiculus matches 
ean never be happy in my opinion.’’

Fowler, aged 69 y.; ‘‘our antient worthy friend Peter Davis died 
last week aged one hundred & one years lacking 20 days, he rode 
on horseback 3 or 4 miles to monthly meeting at Hopkinton the 
last nine months’’; Benj. Coal, aged 96 y.; Joseph Northup, 
aged 91 y.; ‘‘both died 24 last month’’; Dr. B. Wait, aged 85 y.;

Hall. Love is sent to Christopher’s wife and family. Her 
brother’s wife is not in good health. His son’s wife has got 
another child about six months old and appears likely to do well. 
It is the only one out of ten that is living. Penelope Brown has 
got another son. Has not had a child in almost seven years. 
Child of Isabel Watson d. when 3 weeks old. She appears to 
have a confirmed consumption. Smith Pierce husband of a 
daughter of Wm. Taylor d. about 2 weeks since of lockjaw. 


Letter #5, Jan. 1, 1817. 

Persons mentioned as living: Beriah Brown’s wife, Avis 
Reynolds who teaches at Benjamin Reynolds in Exeter and gives 
very good satisfaction, her mother has been dead more than a 
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year and her father is married again; ‘‘our brother John lives 
in Providence’’ superintending the building of a schoolhouse for 
200 pupils; Japeth Bicknell and family have moved from town; 
Howland Vaughn and mother ; Hope Thomas, her sister Stress(?) 
and sister Nancy who has four children; Hannah Sheffield; “‘thy 
son Nicholas’’ and evidently another son Imanuel teaching at 
Tiverton and Mary his wife. 

Deaths: Capt. John Earl; widow Mary Scott, both of New- 
port; George Freeborn of Greenwich; Mary widow of Robert 
Hall; Wait Gardner widow of James; Richard Boon; Mary

Rebecca 
Casey, insane. John, probably Casey, is very smart and well 
for one of his years. Silvester Wicks has lately m. Lydia Allen, 
aged 32, of Richmond, N. H. (See letter of Oct. 25, 1820.) 
Waite Rice, now the wife of Benjamin Ross or Boss, has a son 
3 weeks old. They live at Silvester Wicks. Anna Wall’s dau. 
Anna had an illegitimate child whose father was said to be 
the married man in whose house she was working. Her dau. 
Susannah Wall m. Silvester Gardiner ‘‘last winter’’. Benjamin 
Baker, a twin son of William, was buried 6 Oct. 1819, aged 17 y. 
The third wife of Jeremiah Carpenter was buried 7 Oct. 1819. 
Anna Almy attended. She now resides with her father on their 
farm at Johnson, this side of Providence. ‘‘Thou requested us 
to write the particulars of thy grandson’s death but will now 
refer thee to thy son as its likely he will have the true account.’’ 
Our brother John continues living at Providence. His dau. 
Mary Ann is with him. His son has gone to the Island of Cuba 
to get in business for the winter. Lydia and Elizabeth remain 
with us, relationship, if any, not stated. Lydia Peckham, dau. 
of widow Elizabeth, m. ten weeks ago, as his second wife, James 
McKinzey, who sailed for Bermuda three weeks after, and d. of 
yellow fever, leaving three little sons. His first wife was Lucy 
Spink, sister to Christopher.

Sent by Emanuel Northup. Elizabeth Barber d. at Isaac 
Hall’s about a year since. His wife and mother are living.

12 Nov. 1821, aged 28 y.; ‘‘Sylvester Weeks 
buried his second valuable wife about the first of the present 
year, aged only 34 y.;’’ Abram Greene, bro. of Paul, d. 12 
Mar. 1822, aged 82 y.; Sibbel Reynolds d. 19 Mar, 1822, aged 
77 y.; her son, his wife, and all their children, six sons and 
one dau., are members of the society, she and her son’s wife 
were select members; Joseph Case d. suddenly 22 Mar. 1822, 
aged 82 y.; Jonathan Greene, son of David, is also dead.

Penelope and Mary (probably daughters of Sarah Northup) 
are mentioned. Elizabeth is on a visit to her father at Provi- 
dence. (This shows that Lydia and Elizabeth were daughters of 
John Smith brother of Avis and Ann who wrote the letters.) 
Lydia was a teacher. Among her pupils were ‘‘Francis, Ann, 
and Lucey Spink, thy greatgranddaughters.’’ 

Persons living: Hope Thomas; Sarah Hoxie; Job Chalinor 
and his wife live in Philadelphia, their eldest son and dau. 
having m. out of society and settled there. 
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JAMES, MELLOWES AND INGOLDSBY FAMILY 
CONNECTIONS

Mr. Oliver Mellowes, son of Mr, Abraham and Martha 
(Bulkeley) Mellowes, and nephew of Rev. Peter Bulkeley, mar- 
ried first, at Boston, Lincolnshire, England, 3 Aug. 1620, Mary 
James, daughter of Rev. John James. Mr. Mellowes, with his 
second wife and children, came to Boston, Mass., in 1634. There 
are many American descendants through two children of Oliver 
and Mary (James) Mellowes: John Mellowes, and Elizabeth 
Mellowes, wife first of Thomas Barrett, and second of Edward 
Wright. 

A brother of Mrs. Mary (James) Mellowes, Rev. Thomas 
James, came also to New England, and although he returned to 
England, his son, the younger Rev. Thomas James, settled as 
minister at East Hampton, L. I., and left many descendants 
through his four daughters. There are thus American lines of 
descent from two of the children of Rev. John James with whose 
family the present article is concerned. 

The records presented indicate two connections between the 
James and the Ingoldsby families in England. Rev. John James 
in his will called Rev. Anthony Ingoldsby his brother, but just 
how the relationship came about remains to be determined. The 
second connection is definitely known. Rev. Anthony Ingoldsby, 
by his third wife, Doreas Bulkeley, had a daughter Olive who 
was wife of the elder Rev. Thomas James, and mother of the 
younger Rev. Thomas James of East Hampton. 

In the present issue of the GENEALOGIST, some account of the 
James family will be given. 


I. James Family 


It is not known that Rev. John James was related in any way 
to the Anne or Agnes James who was buried at Skirbeck, co. 
Lincoln, 7 Oct, 1587 and whose nearest relative seems to have 
been a sister Joan, wife of Thomas Riggs. Nor is it known that 
others of the surname James who appear in the registers of 
Boston, co. Lincoln, at and after the time when records of Rev. 
J — James’s family were entered there, were in any way related 
to him. 


Rev. JoHN JAMes, born in 1554, matriculated sizar from 
Trinity College, Cambridge, Michaelmas, 1570; Scholar, 1575; 
B.A., 1575-6; M.A., 1579; B.D., 1586; incorporated at Oxford, 
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1584. He was ordained deacon at London, 10 June 1584, and 
priest at Lichfield, 15 June 1584; University preacher, 1585.* 
He seems to have resided in Boston for some years, but he was 
Rector of the neighboring town of Skirbeck from 1607 until his 
death, and he was buried at Skirbeck, 30 Mar. 1612. His widow 
Alice, who was mother of all the known children, was buried at 
Boston, 27 Apr. 1627. In his will, Mr. James ealled Rev. 
Anthony Ingoldsby his brother; the relationship did not come 
through Mr. Ingoldsby’s third wife, who was then living, but it 
is not known whether Mrs. James was a sister of Mr. Ingoldsby, 
or whether the first or second wife of Mr. Ingoldsby was sister 
of either Mr. or Mrs. James. Investigations are still in progress, 
and it is hoped that this problem may be solved before the 
Ingoldsby part of this article is published,

Rev. THomMAs JAMEs, son of Rev. John and Alice, baptized at 
Boston, co. Lincoln, 5 Oct, 1595, died at Needham Market, co. 
Suffolk, in Feb. 1682/3; married first, at Fishtoft, co. Lincoln, 
20 Apr. 1620, Oxtive INGoLpspy, baptized at Fishtoft, 24 June 
1602, perhaps died before her father made his will in 1627, 
daughter of Rev. Anthony and Doreas (Bulkeley) Ingoldsby ; 
married second, ELIZABETH 

Mr. James matriculated in the University of Cambridge pen- 
sioner from Emmanuel in Easter term 1611; B.A., 1614/15; M.A., 
1618 ; ordained deacon at Peterborough, 16 Mar. 1616/17, priest 17 
Mar. 1616/17. For some years he ministered in Lincolnshire.t He 
emigrated with his second wife and family in 1632, and became 
first pastor of the church at Charlestown, Mass. According to 
Winthrop, he was ‘‘a very melancholick man, and full of causeles

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jealousies.’’ He left his church about 1636, and settled as a planter 
in New Haven in 1639. He was made a freeman at New Haven, 
11 June 1640, and in the undated list of about that year was 
credited with a family of five persons. Called ‘‘Sen.’’ in this 
list, we suppose that his son Thomas was with him, as well as 
his wife, and two other children. In 1643 he was sent as mis- 
sionary to Virginia with John Knowles and William Tompson, 
and remained there until banished by Gov. Berkeley; then 
returned to New Haven, and by 1648 to England. He became 
minister at Needham Market, co. Suffolk, 1650, and was ejected 
in 1662, following the Restoration. He continued a noncon- 
formist preacher until his death.

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Rev. THomMas JAMES, son of Rev. Thomas and Olive (Ingoldsby) 
James, born about 1621-2, died at East Hampton, N. Y., 14 
June 1696; married first, about 1647, RutH Jongs, born about 
1628, died at East Hampton, about 1668;* married second, 
2 Sept. 1669, KarHarrne (————) BLvx, perhaps widow of 
Return Blux of Southampton, N. Y. 

Mr, James came as a youth with his father to New Haven, 
and here he seems to have remained, after his father’s removal, 
to study for the ministry under Rev. John Davenport of New 
Haven and Rev. John Jones of Fairfield. He was admitted 
freeman at New Haven, 24 Feb. 1644/5. He settled as minister 
at East Hampton in 1651, and was a Trustee of the town in 
1686. 

The will of Mr. James, made 5 June 1696, is printed in full 
in Pelletreau’s Early Long Island Wills, pages 123-127. His 
prenuptial contract with his second wife, dated 14 Aug, 1669, is 
found in Southampton Town Records, vol. 2, page 53.

INGERSOLL DATA 
Contributed by M. W. McLean, Esq., of Flushing, N. Y. 


MrriaM INGERSOLL, born at Westfield, Mass., June 4, 1697, 
daughter of Thomas and Sarah (Ashley) Ingersoll, is given no 
further notice in either The Ingersolls of Hampshire, or in the 
later and more comprehensive book of Mrs. Avery’s. It is my 
belief that many of the missing links which are so troublesome 
to all searchers could be exposed, and connected with other 
chains, by a little publicity given to these retiring females. 

Among the papers concerning the settlement of Thomas 
Ingersoll’s estate, on file in the Probate Court of Northampton, 
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Mass., I find among those mentioned as his heirs, his ‘‘ daughter 
Miriam Shaler.’’ Upon further search I find that Savage briefly 
notices ‘‘ Michael Shaler,—Boston, freeman 1690.’’ And in the 
28th Report of the Record Commissioners of the City of Boston 
(Marriages), p. 67: Michael Shaler & Meriam Ingersoll married 
by Rev. Ebenezer Pemberton Presbyterian, July 30, 1716. 

The 24th Report (Boston Births 1700-1800) p. 124:—Michael, 
son of Michael Shaler and Meriam his wife, b. 6 Nov. 1717. P. 
147 :—Sarah, daughter of Michael Shaler and Meriam his wife, 
b. 7 Sept. 1720. 

That Miriam (Ingersoll) Shaler died soon after this, is shown 
from the fact that Michael Shaler and Elizabeth Vose were m. 
30 Nov. 1725. 

The New England Register, vol. 3, p. 350, corroborates Savage, 
since among those to take the freeman’s oath May 15, 1690, 
appears the name of Michael Shaller, of Boston. 


CATHERINE VAN SLYKE, wife of Moses Ingersoll of Westfield 
and Sheffield Mass., was the daughter of Peter Van Slyke of 
Kinderhook, New York, a fact that has been known for some 
time. It is proved by his will, and brought out by Mrs. Avery. 
I have not, however, seen other vital statistics of the lady’s back- 
ground. It will be found that the Holland Society’s Year Book, 
Vol. 4, which contains Vital Records of Beverwyck or New 
Albany, as Albany was then known, contains the record of the 
marriage of Tryntie Van Slyk and Moses Ingerson, May 18, 1719, 
with Banns. To make identification complete, there is also 
recorded the marriages of her sisters Elizabeth and Johanna who 
are also mentioned in Peter Van Slyke’s will. 

Catherine, or as she was then known by the Dutch equivalent, 
**Tryntje’’ Van Slyke, was born in New Albany and baptized 
Nov. 20, 1697, the third daughter of Peter Willemse Van Slyck 
of Beverwyck, and his wife Johanna Barheit. 


Lyp1a Cuiups, wife of David Ingersoll, Esq., of Westfield and 
Great Barrington, Mass., was born in Watertown, June 2, 1706. 
That she was the daughter of Ruth Church by her second mar- 
riage to Joseph Child, is I think shown by the evidence, although 
Bond in his History of Watertown has caused some confusion 
by his error on this point. This matter, which was cleared up 
by a contributor to the Boston Transcript in 1908, has been care- 
fully investigated by me. I find that on April 20, 1720, Ruth 
(Chureh) (Maddock) Child, widow of Joseph Child of Water- 
town, published the Intention of Marriage to Thomas Ingersoll, 
Esq., of Springfield. It was also his third marriage, and to 
prevent discord among their heirs they caused a prenuptial 
agreement to be drawn up, May 2, 1720, under the terms of 
which all the real property ‘‘which of right doth belong to ye 
said Ruth Child & her children by their being’’ . . (listed in the

annexed inventory) ... shall remain in her power, ... . ‘‘to 
dispose of’’ without molestation from anyone. This agreement 
was witnessed by David Ingersoll and Lydia Childs (Springfield 
Land Records, Vol. 1721-1725, p. 88). A fortnight later, the 
marriage of Thomas Ingersoll of Springfield and Ruth Child of 
Watertown, took place. And the following March, David Inger- 
soll married Lydia Child, who was then of course also called ‘‘of 
Springfield.’’ Two years later, upon the death of Caleb Church, 
his daughter wrote to a son in Watertown giving him Power of 
Attorney. The letter, a copy of which is attached, is interesting 
for its own sake, and as will be seen contributes just one more 
bit of evidence to round out the proof that David Ingersoll of 
Springfield, Westfield and Great Barrington married as first 
wife, Lydia Child, daughter of Joseph Child and Ruth Church. 
Her mother was a daughter of Caleb and Joanna (Sprague) 
Church, granddaughter of Richard and Elizabeth (Warren) 
Chureh, and great-granddaughter of Richard and Elizabeth 
Warren of the Mayflower. Joanna Sprague was daughter of 
William and Millicent (Eames) Sprague. Joseph Child was a 
son of Joseph and Sarah (Platts) Child, and grandson of 
William Child of Watertown.

England, do hereby assign, ordain, authorize, constitute and in our stead 
and place, do appoint & depute our trusty and loving son John Maddocks 
of Watertown in ye county of Middlesex in New England, our true and 
lawfull deputy and Attourney for us, and in our name and to our own proper 
use, benefit and behoof, to ask, demand and require, sue for, recover and 
receive all such legacies and dues as are by will and legacie and all other 
demands of estate in any maner as are belonging and due to us, as are due 
from the estate of our late Honored father, Caleb Church of Watertown, 
aforesaid, (deceased), and to contract and bargain, demise and lett to 
farm or dispose of all our said right in said estate for our use. And to 
use all lawfull means for the recovery of the same by action, first a due 
bill plaint or attachment, distress re-entry or otherwise as fully and amply 
in every respect as we could do if personally present. And to sue and 
implead at any court for same as our agent and factor. And by these 
presents do give to our said attourney full power and authority in the 
execution of all and singular the premises and to substitute and appoint 
one or more attourney in any of the premises and the same to revoke at 
our pleasure, and to make and to give acquittance and discharge upon the 
recovery and receipt thereof generally to say to execute, compound and 
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agree in matters concerning the premises as may be requite and needfull 
to be done as we ourselves if actually present could do, allowing for firm 
and stable whatever our said attourney shall do in and about the premises.

The whole power, together with the attached letter, appears to be 
in the hand of Ruth Ingersole herself.

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JOHN HUBBARD’S DESCENDANTS 


By Frep Kinney Jackson, M.D., of Burlington, Vt. 


No family genealogy is ever complete or completed. 1000 
Years of Hubbard History is no exception to this rule. George 
Hubbard and his wife, Mary ——-—, not Bishop, came to New 
England about 1633 and settled in Watertown, Mass. They 
removed to Connecticut in the great migration of 1635, settling 
in Wethersfield. They had at least nine children. 

Second Generation. John Hubbard, believed to be the eldest 
child, was born in England, probably about 1630. His home was 
in Wethersfield and then Hadley where the last five of his nine 
children were born. He died at his son’s home in Hatfield in 
1702. He was married to Mary about 1649, since the 
first child was born in 1650. It was a girl named Mary and she 
died young. This marriage date would make him less than 21 
when he married, so it may be that the birth date should be made 
a little earlier. The wife’s name was probably Merriam, since 
her son Jonathan inherited a farm in Concord, Mass., on the 
death of his Uncle, Deacon Robert Merriam.* John and Mary 
Hubbard had eight children. Among these were the two men- 
tioned below. 

Third Generation. Jonathan (1658/9-1728) was born in 
Wethersfield and died in Concord. He married Hannah Rice 
(1658-1747). They had eleven children. Daniel (1661-1744) 
was born in Hadley and died in Hartford. He married Esther 
Rice, a sister of Hannah (1665-1744), and they had twelve 
children. Two of Jonathan’s sons will be mentioned below. 

Fourth Generation. Captain John Hubbard is given” as born 
March 12, 1692, but the date of his death is not given. It is 
merely stated that he spent his last days with his daughter Abi- 
gail (Mrs. Charles Haywood) in Holden. I can supply this 
date, August 4. 1761; aged 69 years. He was twice married, 
his first wife being Hannah Blood. I am able to furnish her 
dates from her grave stone record. 

Here lies ye body of Mrs. Hannah Hubbard, wife of Mr. John 
Hubbard, who died ye 18th of April, 1727 in ye 27th year of 
her age. 

This is the oldest inscribed death on the grave stones in this 
burying ground (old burial ground on the common), grave 165. 

The same year of his first wife’s death, he married again 
Azubah Moore of Sudbury.

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Also the same year, 1727, is recorded the death of a John 
Hubbard in Worcester which I at first assumed to be the new 
bridegroom. This was in reality perhaps his infant son. The 
following year he removed to Rutland, where all of the children 
of the second marriage were probably born. Also in 1728 he 
built a grist mill near Dakin’s Bridge in Rutland.° 

The history goes on to say that he had several daughters by 
his first wife and several by his second wife, five of whom with 
two vons died young. It is said‘ there were three daughters, 
Hannah, «bigail and Merey, giving their dates of birth (1722, 
1795, 1747) “‘and other daughters names unknown.’’ 

I am able << 27d one name to this list—Marey, daughter of 
John and Hannah Aubbsrd, born Dee. 11. 1722. In addition to 
this there is the possicie John mentioned above, and perhaps 
another was the Elizeheth Hubbard ‘‘of Worcester’’ whose mar- 
riage intenticns to Jabez Pain or 25 Ne~, 1743 were entered in 
Leicester, Mass., Vital 

Daniel Hubbard, a bvruiher of the above-meniioned John, is 
described’ as borp. Nov. 20, 1694, married Dee. 5, i717, Dorothy 
Dakin of He!dea, where he sctiled?. No further dates are given 
except these cf five children—Dorothy, 1718, Beulah, 1720, 
Martha, 1722, Rebecca, 1724, Daniel, 1725. I can supply the 
dats sf Daniel and his wife from the same source as before.* 

Ns. 163. Here lies interred the reniains of Coronet Daniel 
Hubvard who departed this life 28 April, 1784, in the 90th year 
of his age. 

No. 164. In memory of Mrs. Dorothy Hubbard, wife of Mr. 
Daniel Hubbard who died 4 April 1769 aged 71 years. [There- 
fore born 1698. ] 

Another collection of epitaphs gives this as April 14 instead 
of April 4, 

I am able also to furnish further details of Martha, third child 
of Daniel and Dorothy Hubbard. She was born‘ Oct. 18, 1722. 
I suppose this birth was in Holden. My father’s Family His- 
tory, printed in 1891, says Josiah Rogers of Petersham, Mass., 
and New Ip.wich, N. H., was the son of Thomas Rogers and his 
wife Marihs — Rogers. Sie was born 1722 and died Sept. 
8, 1796. They were married’ July 14, 1742. Her name was 
Hubbard and she was i:em Worcester. Since the vear of birth 
is the same and the town the same it seems fairly certain that 
these Martha Hubbards were identical. It is made more certain 
by the birth of Marcy Hubbard (given above} the very same

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year to John and Hannah. Fifteen children were born of this 
marriage, as shown by the Petersham records, and printed in 
my family history published in 1932. 

In the next generation (sixth from Geerge Hubbard), Josiah 
Rogers, born in Petersham, Mass., June 8, 1747, married Rebecca 
Rogers his cousin. She was born in Billerica, Mass., Feb. 11, 
1752.5 She died in South Stukeley, P. Q., Canada, April 28, 
1827. He (Josiah) was born June 8, 1747; and was still living 
in South Stukeley in 1827, date of death unknown. She was the 
daughter of Samuel Rogers (1722-88) and granddaughter of 
John Rogers (1680-1736) of Billerica Samuel Rogers was a 
brother of Thomas Rogers (1713-1794) mentioned above. Josiah 
and Rebecca had twelve children whose names and dates were 
printed for the first time in my book. They were obtained from 
family records in South Stukeley from a branch of the family 
heretofore unsolicited. 

In the seventh generation, one of the daughters, Rebecca, mar- 
ried Rev. John Jackson (1771-1844), Dartmouth 1792, my great- 
grandfather. He was born in Petersham and died in Brome, 
P,Q. Rebecca was born in 1771, in Billerica, and died in Brome 
in 1855.

@1 painstaking research in documentary sources. Each family 
article is clearly and concisely arranged; each family group is 
studied as a whole, the compiler generously giving full details 
concerning the collaterals and not limiting his account to a 
direct-line pedigree. 

Families treated in the present volume are: Harris, of Ips- 
wich, Mass., with an addendum on the Ipswich Harrises who 
came from the Isle of Shoals; Mason, of Cheltenham, co.

Essex, Eng. ; Cooke, of Pebmarsh, 
co. Essex, Eng.; Searle, of Ipswich and Rowley, Mass.; Cowes, 
of Ipswich, Mass.; Berry, of Ipswich; Jones, of Ipswich; Brad- 
ford, of Beverly, Mass.; Rayment, of Beverly; and Scroggs, of 
London, Eng., and Salem, Mass. A very complete history of

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the early generations of the Harris family is included. The 
Reade family is of particular interest, as the wife of the younger 
Gov. John Winthrop was a member of it. It is amazing how 
thoroughly most of these families have been traced in England, 
and abstracts of the basic evidence are usually given. 

The book is attractively printed on a good grade of paper, 
paper-bound, 149 pages, and indexed. Only a part of the small 
edition of 100 copies is offered for sale. Recommended to all 
genealogical libraries as a model work of its type. 


NOTES 


TINKER-TUCKER. Early vital records of Lyme, Conn., 
printed in The New England Historical and Genealogical Reg- 
ister, vol. 34, contain on page 40 the marriage of John Tinker of 
Lyme to Elizabeth Marvin on 28 Dee. 1727, and the births of the 
following children: John, 29 Dee. 1730; Hannah, 30 Aug. 1732; 
Elizabeth, 17 Mar. 1735; and Edward, 12 June 1740. The 
Marvin Genealogy, published in 1904 by G. F. and W. T, R. 
Marvin, page 45, also gives the marriage of Elizabeth Marvin to 
John Tinker, and the births of the four children, presumably 
drawn without verification from the Lyme records as they 
appeared in print. Examination of the original records discloses 
the fact that it was John Tucker, not Tinker, who married 
Elizabeth Marvin and had the above children. The son John was 
born 29 Nov., not Dec., 1730; and the fourth child was not 
Edward, but Zed as spelled in the record. This child was evi- 
dently a daughter, for an ‘‘ Edey Tucker’’ was married in Lyme 
in 1765. 

John*® Tinker, son of Amos”, was resident at Lyme until about 
1723, when he followed his father to New London. Between 
1723 and 1800, there are no John Tinker deeds in the Lyme 
records ; John Tucker was the actual grantee in a conveyance in 
1735, though this deed was formerly indexed under the name 
Vinker. Nothing has been found to indicate that John* Tinker 
left any issue; and the only John of the third generation was 
the above son of Amos? who removed from Lyme to New London 
between 10 Aug. 1721 and 22 Mar. 1722/3, proved by the land 
records of those towns. 

Incidentally, it has puzzled many to understand why an 
abstract of the estate of Sarah (Wiltshire) Barnes, the first wife 
of John Tinker, was in the estate of Henry Kimball (vide Reg- 
ister, vol. 7, p. 174). An examination of the original papers of 
the Kimball and Barnes estates in Suffolk County, Mass., shows 
that they were quite distinct, and the contributor of the abstracts 
was to blame for the confusion.

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LEE, HART. The Descendants of John Lee of Farmington, 
Conn., pub. 1897, page 55, referring to John Lee, reads: ‘‘Our 
ancestor died Aug. 8, 1690 (old style) and was buried in the old 
cemetery at Farmington”’..... His original gravestone still 
stands in the cemetery at Farmington and reads, ‘‘DESED 
8:8:1690’’. Therefore, according to the old style calendar in 
use at the time, with March as the first month of the year, his 
death date should read October 8, 1690. 

The same book, p. 46, referring to Stephen Hart, reads: ‘‘ His 
son Stephen died Aug. 19, 1689 as may be seen on a rough 
headstone a few yards east of John Lee’s monument, on which 
is the following inscription: S. H. Dees’d A® 55 19:9: 1689”’. 
The next paragraph says: ‘‘Stephen Hart deceased Sept. 19, 
1689.’’ The original stone really reads: 8. H. AG 55 DSED 
18 7 1689. Therefore, according to the old style calendar, 
Stephen Hart died Sept. 18, 1689, although on a new stone set 
close in back of the original stone, the date has been cut as July 
18, 1689. 

These errors are also found in the Strong Genealogy, pages 
48 and 55. —Walter E. Corbin, Florence, Mass. 


SWAZEY. The following inscriptions were copied in Octo- 
ber, 1933, from two gravestones that I found while looking over 
the cemetery beside the Congregational Church in Chester, 
Morris Co., New Jersey: 

‘*Here lies the Body of Samuel Swazey Esq’. who was Born in 
Southold on Long Island in March 20th 1689 and removed from 
thence to Roxbury May 1737 where he continued till he departed 
this life May 11th 1759 Aged 70 Years 1 Month & 21 Days.”’ 

‘*Here lies the Body of Penelope Wife of Samuel Swazey Esq’. 
who was born in Southold on Longisland in Feb’’ 14 1690 & 
removed from thence to Roxbury May 1737 where She continued 
till She departed this life Dec’™ 1** 1740 Aged 55 Years 9 Months 
and 17 Days.”’ —Walter E. Corbin, Florence, Mass. 


LYMAN, LIVERMORE. The Livermore Genealogy, pub. 
1902, page 13, says that Elizabeth? Livermore, daughter of John’ 
Livermore, was married March 29 1683 to Joseph Leonard. 
According to the Springfield, Mass., marriage records in the 
original book, Joseph Leonard was married to Elizabeth Limon 
on that date.* —Walter E. Corbin, Florence, Mass. 


GENEALOGICAL SOCIETY OF UTAH. This Society, 
which opened its new headquarters at 80 North Main Street, 
Salt Lake City, Utah, on Jan. 17, 1934, has collected one of the 
few really outstanding genealogical libraries of the country. In 
addition to printed reference works, a magnificent manuscript

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collection has been made. Because of the religious purposes of 
genealogical study with the Latter-day Saints, the members of 
this Society have copied, as opportunity offered, not only such 
records as were of personal interest, but often entire church 
registers and other classes of records, both in the older sections 
of this country and also in foreign lands. The foreign records 
section is probably unsurpassed in that field by any library in 
America. 

The Society publishes The Utah Genealogical and Historical 
Magazine, (48 pages quarterly, $1.00 per annum), which, while 
it publishes at present no large amount of formally arranged 
genealogical data, contains the best practical course in the 
methods of research which the writer has seen. The lesson 
course (which is continued from one issue to another) fills 
twenty pages in the April number. Although especially designed 
for the use of Latter-day Saints in connection with the library 
at Salt Lake City, there is no better course of training available 
to genealogical novices, regardless of religious affiliation. We 
cannot forbear quoting (page 85) a passage which expresses the 
correct attitude of anyone who claims to be a genealogist: ‘‘It is 
safest, in proving a pedigree, to take nothing for granted, 
except as established by direct legal evidence, which would be 
accepted in a court of law. The best type is a statement of 
relationships made by the individuals themselves during their 
own lifetime and officially recorded at the time.’’ —D. L. J.

Henry 
was Charged with Entertaining a Company of young People 
after nine of ye Clock on ye Evening following ye 15: day of 
May Last past Contrary to Law and Paid a fine of 3/0 to ye 
Treasurer of sd. Town.—Coram John Hutchinson Justice Pac™”’

POMEROY. In reviewing the two claims or statements 
which have been put forward relative to the descent of Eltweed 
Pomeroy from the Berry Pomeroy family (vol. 9, pp, 235-239), 
we inquired whether any reader could supply the reference to 
the record in which Eltweed was called ‘‘Mr.’’ Mr. Clarence A. 
Torrey, of Dorchester, Mass., has kindly supplied it. It is in 
Dorchester Town Records in 1633 | Fourth Report of the Record 
Commissioners, Boston, p. 3]; and he is mentioned three other 
times in the same records, but without the dignifying prefix [7b., 
pp. 2,4, 16]. The social standing of Eltweed, we affirm without 
hesitation, does not preclude the belief that he may have been 
descended from a younger branch of the Berry Pomeroy family. 


| 
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Record evidence for the exact line of descent back of his father 
Richard, seems to be lacking, as we were unable to find in the 
third part of The History and Genealogy of the Pomeroy Family 
any evidence that said Richard was son of John Pomeroy of 
Netherbury, or even that that gentleman had a son Richard; 
and if we understand correctly the statements made in that 
volume (q. v., pp. 41, 172), the claim that Eltweed’s father 
Richard was son of John was put forward as a matter of belief 
or of opinion rather than of proved fact, for it was suggested 
therein (p. 172) that Richard might have been son ‘‘or grand- 
son’’ of John. Since that much of uncertainty was admitted by 
those responsible for the Pomeroy book, we cannot understand 
the passionate insistence of some descendants that the tentative 
pedigree put forward therein must be accepted without question, 
study, or argument. We are still ‘‘from Missouri.”’ 
—D. L. J. 


LEONARD. Mr. Lewis D. Cook of Philadelphia informs us 
that in the Quaker record quoted in his article (vol. 10, at top of 
p. 201), the name of the English parish in which Sarah Leonard 
was born should read Spenceford, not Spencefield. There is no 
place in co. Somerset of that name, and it was probably mis- 
spelled in the Quaker record, and possibly has been misread. 
We suspect that Sparkford was meant, and suggest that inter- 
ested descendants of James and Henry Leonard might do worse 
than start their investigations in this parish. —D, L. J.

TAX LIST, KENT, CONN., 1744 
By HELEN D. Love, of South Kent, Conn. 


Drawn up only a few years after the first settlement of the 
town of Kent, the 1744 Tax List is an important document, pro- 
viding a census of the early settlers and land-owners. This list 
was printed in Atwater’s History of Kent, but so many of the 
names were misprinted therein that the cause of accurate history 
demands the presentation of a correct copy. In the footnotes 
attention is called to the errors in the copy printed in Atwater’s 
history, so that those interested in Kent families may learn of 
the non-existence of some of the persons named in that book.

FITCH OF WINDSOR, CONNECTICUT 


By Donatp Lines Jacosus, M.A., of New Haven, Conn. 


Of the four Fitch brothers who settled in Connecticut, the 
family of Capt. Joseph Fitch of Windsor is the least known. 
An incomplete and partly erroneous account of his descendants 
appeared in Stiles’s History of Ancient Wethersfield, volume II. 
This account, with all its imperfections, was followed in the 
recent History of the Fitch Family 1400-1930, by Roscoe Conk- 
ling Fitch. Even the children of Capt. Joseph himself have not 
been fully or correctly stated. 

There are very few vital statistics, and very few probate 
entries, on record concerning this branch of the Fitch family. 
Its history can never be accurately set forth until a thorough 
search has been made of the land and church records of several 
towns and parishes, and the information thus gleaned collated 
with the dates to be found on gravestones. As a beginning 
towards this study, the following abstracts of records are offered. 
Incomplete though they are, they yield more data on Capt. 
Joseph’s family than can be found in any printed authority. 
As this is the line of John Fitch, inventor of the steamboat, and 
as his exact line of descent still remains uncertain, it is hoped 
that interested members of the family may derive profit from 
the records here presented, and be encouraged to undertake the 
research in original sources which yet remains to be done, 

Results are still too fragmentary to warrant an attempt to 
compile the history of this branch, but they show that Capt. 
Joseph, in addition to three sons, Joseph, Nathaniel, and Samuel, 
had a daughter (Mary?) who married Samuel Burnham; a 
daughter who was mother of Joseph Stedman; a daughter Sarah 
who married first, 23 Jan. 1689, John Stoughton (died 24 May 
1712), and second, Joseph Drake; and a daughter Anna who 
married, 6 Jan. 1703, Benjamin Loomis. The son Samuel, when 
over seventy, married at Wintonbury [now Bloomfield], 25 Apr. 
1754, Martha Rowell, aged near eighty, neither having been 
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married before. Corp. Nathaniel married at Windsor, 23 Nov. 
1718, Abigail Buttolph of Stonington, who died 4 Apr. 1719, 
and the deeds show that he was living in Hartford in 1742. 
Probably the only son who left issue was Joseph, Jr., but the 
history of his family is not clear.
